No Prof it 
Periods on 
Broilers

WASHINGTON (AP)-The Ag- 


riculture Department says it 
foresees no prolonged periods of 
profit-making by the broiler in- 
dustry. 


Recent patterns of this indus- 


try indicate, the department 
says, that the profit periods — 
when prices received for broil- 
ers are above producion costs 
— are not 
than three 
months. 


Operated on a mass-production 


and integrated basis, the indus- 
try is capable of changing its 
production patterns on short no- 
tices. Herein lies the reason why 
profit periods are expected to be 
short in character. 


A department report explains 


that when prices of broilers are 
favorable, expansion in produc- 
tion is made quickly. The result 
usually is an increase in output 
that turns prices downward 
again. The low prices result in 
production curtailments followed 
by favorable prices, then a new 
period of overproduction and 
low prices. 


Competition is intense and 


many concerns are reluctant to 
curtail output very much lest 
they lose customers to competi- 
tors. 


Much of the production is fi- 


nanced by feed companies and 
others who contract with produc-
